Juarez, Mexico, Dec. 3.—Confident 
that the seven federal generals who 
evacuated Chihuahua City with their 
troops intend to seek refuge in the 
'United States 
and thus be beyond 
danger of being taken prisoners by the 
rebels, General Francisco Villa today 
sent more rebels to attempt to inter- 
cept them. 
The generals led by General Salva- 
dor Mercado, whose desertion of Chi- 
huahua, and whose statement that he 
had no money to pay his troops, are 
regarded as 
virtual 
breakdown of 
the Huerta dictorship so far as the 
north of Mexico 
is 
concerned, are 
headed for Ojinaga on the border. It 
is thought they will cross the river 
to Presidio. 


United States Authorities May Act 
At Presdio they are expected to be 
arrested by the United States military 
authorities", taken to Marfa and sent 
to San Antonio. Their arrest on cross- 
ing the river would follow a_s a matter 
of course under a ruling of Secretary 
of War Garrison. 
With the genrals are many subordi- 
nate officers, about 2UOO regular sol- 
diers, and more than a thousand peo- 
ple of the wealthier class of Chihua- 
hua who took to flight rather than face 
an attack by the rebels. 


Federals at Tampico. 
Mexico- Gity, Dec. 3.—The seaport 
city of Tampico was today officially 
declared the temporary capitol of the 
state of Tamaulipas. 
Gen. Antonio 
Rabago, the military governor, who 
was forced to abandon Ciudad Victor- 
ia, and who was erroneously reported 
to have committed suicide, has gone 
to Tampico under orders from the 
federal government to re-establish hie 
governorship in the temporary capi 
tol.

ad Victoria to Cerritos in the statt 
of San Luis Potosi, have been ordered 
to reorganise their forces and march 
again on Victoria. This task has been 
entrusted at first to Gen. Rubio Na- 
varette, who retreated to Monterey 
after his failure to relieve the haru 
pressed garrison at Victoria..

years, the Chamber of Commerce was

fining a report from the Pittsburgh 
•'lood 
Commission were 
being pre- 
pared for distribution and politicians 
aid business men were being button- 
loled and asked to aid in spreading 
the propaganda. 
Situated on the Ohio, the Monpnga- 
lela and 
the 
Youghiogheny rivers, 
Pittsburgh 
offers miles of waterfront 
to flood ravages. And with the rivers 
rising above flood stage with increas- 
ng frequency, the $12,000,000 lost by 
lood within the past decade sinks in- 
.o insignificance when contrasted with 
the greater losses forecasted "if the 
city continues its past policy of un- 
xrogressive resignation." 
The com- 
nission was appointed by the Cham- 
oer of Commerce in 130S, after three 
floods between 
March 14, 1907, and 
March 21, 1908, had caused direct loss 
of $6,500,000. 
In its report the'commission sets 
forth that floods are occurring with 
ncreasing 
frequency and at greater 
leight and that the city will some clay, 
n the not dim future, experience a 
disastrous 
forty-foot 
flood 
unless 
works for flood relief are more than 
forthcoming.

TWENTY-FIVE LIVES 


LOST THROUGH FIRE 


IN LODGING HOUSE 


Flames Sweep Upper Floors of Ar- 


cadia Hotel in Boston—Scores 


Injured by Jumping to 


Ground.

Boston, Dec. 
3.—Twenty-five men 
were killed in a fire .which 
swept 
through the upper floors of the Arcad- 
ia hotel, a lodging house, in the South 
End early today. 
Others 
are 
still 
missing. 
Scores were injured jump- 
ing from windows and others suffered 
severe burns. 
Nearly all the bodies 
were terribly burned and mutilated, 
making identification impossible. The 
victims were men in 
poor circum- 
stances who had resorted to the place 
for a night's lodging. Caught in the 
crowded bunks on the top floor of the 
hve story brick building and in the 
small rooms on, the fourth floor they 
were 
helpless. 
When 
they 
were 
aroused the stairways were in flames 
and there was aimad rush for the fire 
escapes at the -;rear.- Practically all 
the men were naked. 


Many Rescued by Firemen. 
Many were rescued by firemen and 
police. 
Some escaped by walking a 
shaky plank stretched to an adjoining 
building .over a.-, five foot 
alley to 
neighboring roofs. 
The property .loss is only $25,000. 
The Arcadia was- located at the cor- 
ner 
of 
Washington 
and 
Laconia 
streets. 
The lower floors were occu- 
pied by storBK. 


Fire Starts In Hallway. 
The 
fire apparently started in a 
hallway closet on the street floor. The 
flames swept uo the wooden stairs ami 
burned through the roof. According 
to William Walsh, the night clerk, 
there were 17S .-lodgers in the build- 
ing when the lire was discovered by 
a passing newsboy. 
After turning in 
an alarm he rushed into the building, 
awakening the men with his shouts. 
The top floor was one large room 
rilled with cots and bunks. 
On the 
fourth floor, where the loss of life was 
leaviest, there were thirty tiny rooms 
like cells with two cots in each. 
Those In Front Trapped. 
A hallway ran through the center. 
Nearly all those occunving rooms in 
the front of the building perished 
The men in the rear room opening on 
the fire escapes had locked the doors 
when they went to bed and those in 
front were unable to reach the lire 
escapes.. 


Two Killed by Jumping. 
When the firemen arrived 
flames 
were shooting twenty feet in the air 
from the windows on the fourth and 
fifth floors and the fire escapes and 
the roof were a mass of shrieking, 
struggling humanity. Despite shouts 
oE assurance from below three men 
jumped from the roof. Two were in- 
stantly killed. .The third, who had 
wrapped a mattress about himself, 
escaped with a few bruises. 


Life Net* Rescue Others. 
Life nets werelquickly stretched by 
the firemen and many were rescued 
in this manner.. Others were taken 
down ladders with the flames sweep- 
ing about them. 
The intense 
heat 
soon drove the'firemen from their 
ladders and 
made 
it necessary to 


fight the 
fire from 
-• the streets 
and 


from the elevated railway structure 
in front of the building. 


Fire in Congested District. 
The fire was in the 
heart of a 
Crowded tenement 
and lower class 
hotel district. Hundreds of occupants 
of adjoining buildings rushed to thP 
streets when the great company of 
apparatus called out by tliree alarms 
clanged up to tli.eir doors. Scores of 
excited foreigners crowded'about the 
burning building and imoeded the fire- 
men in their work. A. large stiuad of 
-,olice had great difficulty in forcing 
back the thronrr. 
Tt was. nearly an 
hour after the firemen arrived before 
• hey were able to enter the lodging 
house. "

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GRAFT IN AFFAIRS 


OF INDIANS MUST 


COME TO A CLOSE 


Commissioner of Indian Affairs Cato 


Sells Threaten to Put Despoilers 


in Penitentiary. 


(By Burton K. Standish.) 


Washington, Dec. 3—The reign of 
graft in Indian affairs must end That 
is the edict .of Cato 
Sells, 
Limed 
States commissioner of Indian aiiairs, 
business man, lawyer, banker, public 
office-holder, and 
above all, a red- 
blooded, two-fisred fighting man. 
Rulin" over the affairs of a fast dy- 
ing people 
wb.o 
own 
$900.000,000 
worth of the richest grazing, oil, min- 
eral laud of the west. Sells 
has de- 
termined that the 
Indians 
shall no 
longer be the prey of a vast group in 
whom the spirit of graft was rampant 
—"carrion." he calls them. 
The heartless grasping .of "attor- 
neys" and "guardians" administering 
the estates of Indian children called 
most strikingly to Sells' attention the 
need of reform, and 
a quick one. 
While white children's estates 
are 
ordinariy settled at a cost 
of only 
three per cent, the average price on 
Indian children's estates has been 20 
pe cent. These children are the rich- 
est average children 
in the country; 
their properties often are $50,000; and 
frequently this entire 
amount 
has 
been grafted bv the unscrupulous. 
"I am going to put a few of these 
men in the penitentiary as an object 
less," Sells declared 
today, "and I'll 
see that some mo_re.go if there is a 
continuance of this ruthless raiding 
on Indians." 
He feels that Oklahoma 
has had 
graft stamped info its very nature. 
Now. he is working toward a complete 
reorganization of the 
Indian 
affairs 
system, so that the 
300,000 Indians 
may have a fair treatment, ?o that 
their lands—the only grazing lands— 
shall yield more cattle, and more re- 
turns. 
New leases of Indian lands to cattle 
kings, oil operators and miners will 
be at new figures. No more will the 
rich fields of the Osages go at $3 an 
acre: hereafter they 
will 
command 
$50 or more. This is only part .of the 
ambitions program of this man 
who 
directs holdings vaster than the steel 
corporations. Pie 
is a constructive 
idea. 
The defective cattle and sheep of 
the western ranges, .owned by Indians, 
are being wined out and replaced by 
sturdier strains under Sells' direction. 
He is opening up these lands to profit- 
able investment instead of to grafters. 
He 
is 
seeking 
to 
unbuild 
the 
strength and education of the remain- 
ing 
Indians. 
Thirty-four industrial 
schools for Indian children are now 
under his care, and there are likely 
to be more before his regime is end- 
ed. Irrigation lands too, are opening 
rapidly. 
Many of the 
Indians 
are 
having their opportunity to cultivate 
these places, but heretofore they have 
been sent in without 
proper equip- 
ment. 
Sells proposes that this sys- 
tem shall end. and that the Indiana 
shall have the same opportunity that 
the white men have. 
The iob of 
Indian commissioner, 
with him, is a business proposition. 
He answered an altruistic call when 
he. took the proposition, for he had 
retired from active business, and had 
planned to settle down in Texas, the 
state he lias lived in ever since he 
left Iowa after a brilliant career as a 
United States attorney. 
Secretary Lane let it be known that 
he wanted a man of ability, not a job- 
seeker, a man of red-blood 
and pur- 
pose, not a wea.kling. 
He heard of 
Sells and his fight against pension 
grafter? in the middle west, and he 
found that Sells was indeed a regular 
flghtlpg man, with 
ability, altruism, 
entlfft'sTasm. 
And 
that's how today, 
Secretary Lane has given a man on 
the job of 
Indian 
affairs 
fourteen 
hours a day. and that's why a new 
era is dawning in Oklahoma and the 
other Indian states. 
As sc.on as congress is allowed to 
ston working on tariff and currency 
and can devo'e a little time to govern- 
ing Wasninston (which is one of its 
jobs) the national capital is to be rid 
of the block 
of ancient and ram- 
shackle buildings which abut the cai> 
itol grounds at the northwest corner. 
The famous peace monument, in the 
opinion, of 
numerous 
congressmen, 
should not he compelled to have as a 
near neighbor, one of the dirtiest and 
ugliest spots in Washington. 
Although congress 
has taken over 
practically every parcel of surround- 
ing property with the exception of 
this, frowsy, out at 
heels block of 
buildings, which 
include 
numerous 
saloons, stuffy two-story shops, fruit 
stands and. in the center, innumera- 
ble 
Italian 
rooming-houses. 
This 
block, bounded by Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and B. street, First and Second 
streets, contains more 
garlicy 
and 
other malodorous odors than any oth- 
er six blocks 
in 
Washington. Con- 
gressmen are wont to wa'k past it cm 
their way to the onpttol. It's directly 
"under their noses," 
and. not. being 
pleasant to the hjv.islat.ure olfactory 
senses* the place -must he cleaned U]> 
—if Congress ever gets the time.

THE "LAZINESS" THAT PAYS. 


"Laziness," said a lecturer at tin ex- 


position iu England, "is the mainspring 
of progress." 


He went on to cite instances of ad- 


vancement of the world by means of 
inventions of persons who wished to 
save themselves labor. 


It was a lazy railroad switchman, for 


example, who hie on the principle long 
used for long distance signal manipu- 
lation on railroads. Having to attend 
to two signals some distance apart, 
this "lazy" man sought to save himself 
walks by lixing up an ingenious con- 
trivance of wire and weights whereby 
both signals could be worked from his 
own cozy fireside. When the railway 
officials 
discovered the contrivance 


they adopted it and rewarded its in- 
ventor. 


'Now— 
Was it laziness which this roan dis- 


played or was it mental activity? If 
the latter, of course ho could not right- 
ly be accused of laziness. 


This man was riot lazy. 
Not only 


was he alert, but he worked on lines 
that were directly and greatly benefi- 
cial to tlie world. 
Incidentally he 


reaped a part of the reward for him- 
self. 


He was wise enough to use his brain 


to save his muscles. And. his was the 
sort of practical, pragmatical wisdom 
which has always in the world's his- 
tory been paid the highest wages. 


It is sciofiee curbed, bitted and spur- 


red and ridden to a worth while desti- 
nation. 


In a broad, general way, it may be 


said that physical laziness sometimes 
pays big dividends. But only—and this 
should be noted well—when it is ac- 
companied by mental busy-ness. 


While the body rests or "slouches," 


if yon will, let the mind work. 
Often- 


times the result will excel that which 
would be attained if both mind and 
body were kept working nt top speed. 


The same principle, rightly applied, 


f'idicates the proper use of leisure. 
There should be. in fact, no such thing 
os leisure, for while the mind and body 
ore resting from their customary and 
usual diligence they may be employed 
profitably in other directions, and this, 
without fatiguing them. 


In this sense those who rest properly 


may be said not to rest at all. They 
merely find refreshment and interest 
and enjoyment in the alternation of 
their activities.

The president's message, which ap- 


peared in these columns last evening, 
is noted for brevity and a clear state- 
ment of national -conditions. His at- 
titude towards Mexico is clearly de- 
fined, and Huerta and his sympa- 
thizers are given to understand that 
recognition is ,out of the question. 
When he says 'that "Mexico has no 
government," he: expresses a 
fact 


which has long been apparent, and 
the simple statement explains the 
attitude of the Tlnited States in re- 
fusing to deal with a mob. 


The part of the message which 


deals with currency legislation 
and 


agricultural credits is a candid state- 
ment of conditions as they annear to 
the mind of the president. 
Whether 


the country is suffering or not, for 
the reforms outlined, is a debatable 
Question and congress is wise in tak- 
ing planty of time to digest it.

That President Wilson appreciates 


the situation is evidenced by the fact 
that he is attempting to serve all the 
people, according to his lights, and 
without much regard to party in- 
terests. 


The people like a man who as- 


sumes responsibility without fear or 
favor. 
This was what made Roose- 


velt so popular, and the lack of this 
disposition 
contributed 
to Taft's 


weakness. 
Roosevelt set the pace for 


the Czar in the republic, and Wilson 
is playing a close second. 


Judgment will be suspended while 


the latter is working out his salvation 
or ruin. No man has yet been strong 
enough to long succeed as a national 
leader without the aid of a united 
party, 
and 
President 
Wilson will 


prove no exception to the rule.

THINKING OF TWO THINGS AT ONCE. 


-rjT I can't think of two things at once," I heard a woman protest 


thg other day. when she was asked to do something which involved 
that operation. She said it with an air of righteous indignation, 
as if that were a thing that should not be expected of anyone. 
Can you think of two things at once? 


We often hear the praises of concentration sung. And it is a great thing 
to be able to concentrate. But it is not good to concentrate on one thing, 
however important, to the exclusion of other important things. 
The well 


trained mind is able to concentrate when necessary and to diffuse itselE over 


two or more interests when that is desirable. • And no 
one who cannot do both can be thoroughly efficient in 
cither the big or little affairs of life. 
Take housekeeping, for instance. 
No woman can 


possibly be a good housekeeper until she has learned 
to think of at least two things at once. If she cannot 
do that, she will be sure to burn the cake, while she is 
talking to the peddler or forget to order the dinner 
because she is so intent on her ironing. Indeed, as 
anyone will tell you, most good housekeepers think of 
not merely two or three things, but a great many 
things at the same time. 
Again, in so simple a matter as taking a picture 
with an ordinary camera, it is necessary to think of at 
least two things at once, and probably more. You 
must think of the light, the time and the fo'cus simul- 
taneously, and if you forget any one, you spoil the 
picture. And then you must not fail to turn your film; 
and if you have remembered the other things, you are 
likely to forget that, as most of us can testify, from 
bitter experience. 
It is probably because so many 


people cannot think of two .things at once, that such a 
large percentage of amateur pictures are poor. 
^ 
Some years ago I went househunting for the first time. All my life I had 
wanted an open fireplace, and I was determined to find a house that should 
have one. And so I did. Indeed, it had several of them. But it did not 
have any furnace pipes in three of the rooms, and only one closet on' the 
bedroom floor, — little matters which I had overlooked, because I couldn't 
think of more than one thing at once. 
A friend of mine was once invited to the hous? where a famous chess 
player was giving an exhibition. He was playing eight games at once. He 
sat alone, in a room upstairs. 
His opponents were scattered all over the 
house, and a messenger came and told 'him what plnys each one had made. 
Then he told the .messenger what plays he wanted made for him. And he 
won every game. 


Of course such a thing as that is an abnormality, but it shows the extent 


to which the human mind can be trained to diffuse itself.

The making of tea seems a very 


simple thing; but how few really good 
cups of tea do we have 
served us. 


The first requisite 
is a 
shiningly 


clean tea pot, preferably a crockery 
one. Have it scalded with boiling wa- 
ter and add a half teaspoonful 'of tea 
for evory cup of boiling water; set 
back and steep or draw for three min- 
utes, then serve. A cup of-tea made 
in' this way is a refreshing beverage. 
Cream and sugar are usually served 
with tea, or slices 
o£ lemon 
with 


whole cloves are liked by many. The 
kind o£ tea (black or green), which is 
served dep'ends upon the individual 
taste. Black tea is a milder beverage 
and contains less tannin 
than 
the 


green. The distinction between black 
and green tea is due to different meth- 
ods of preparation, as they both come 
from the same plant. 


The peculiar stimulating properties 


which tea possesses as well as its 
flavor depend upon the season of the 
year when the leaves are picked,_ the 
age of the leaf, the variety of the 
plant and the care in 
preparation. 


The aroma of tea is often artiflcially 
increased by the addition of orange 
flowers, jasmine or roses. 
Tea of 


young leaves, packed closely, 
are 


smaller leaves, and a spoonful makes 
a stronger beverage than that of 
coarser leaf. 


The water used to make tea is an- 


other important feature. 
It is said 


the water makes all the difference be- 
tween the delightful cup of English 
tea and the kind we have served on 
this side of the water. We must not 
give the water too much of the cred- 
it, for care in making is another im- 
portant factor 
to 
be 
considered. 


Tea is mildly stimulating to 
the 


nervous system, and helps to increase 
the vital functions of some of the 
organs. 
It has been called a food 


saver, as less food seems to be need- 
ed when tea is taken. 


Thompson in his Dietetics says in a 


recent report tea is mentioned as a 
contributing factor to insanity in Ire- 
land. 
"Undoubtedly the method of 


preparation and the excessive use of 
this article of diet, now so general 
among our poorer population, tends 
to the production of. dyspepsia, which 
in turn leads to states of mental de- 
pression favorable to the production 
of various forms of neurotic disturb- 
ance."
